Nancie Atwell, the 1980 Lillian Becker Scholarship winner, writes:

My ambition is to discover as much as I can 
about the nature of the composing process in a way that will enable 
me to continue my hermit-like existence on Southport Island with 
Toby McLeod and Lindsay "Books" Bagshaw. 
Christopher Dee, the Reginald and Juanita Cook Scholar, says: 
"Christopher Dee was born in New York City, attended Yale, and has 
taught English and Drama at Kent School in Connecticut for three t 
years. He has not sky dived, read Walden, travelled extensively in 
Europe and the Middle East, seen La Strada(or Jaws), or been to a ro- 
deo. He was at Lincoln College last summer, and is graduating from 
Bread Loaf next month. 
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Tim Harrington, who won the John Me Kirk Memorial Fellowship, wrote: 
I was born in Natick, Mass. in 1955, the son of an Irish-American 
father and an Italian-American mother. I spent my childhood in 
Duxbury, Mass. and Kinderhook, N.Y. My high school years were spent 
at Wilbraham Academy where I graduated in 1973.
